REGION IN WORLD. 

El Paso, Tex.— The point 
chosen for the entrance for the 
punitive expediton into Mexico is 
at the T«rgo of a draary; desolate 
plain, inhalHted principally by 
coyotes and prairie dogs, sw9pt 
by sandstorms and denuded^ of 
vegetation except the eaetot and 
a lav ottiw qoiky aad objection-^ 

able growths. > 

For at least thirty miles the 
United States troops must make , 
their way across this desert. 
Then' they will reach thiB lowest 
range of the Sierrie Madre 
Mountains, rising to a height of 
3,000 to 3,500 feet, broken and 
twiaUd into all manner of fan- 
taatic ahapea by voleanic action 
and barren of any verdure 
worthy of the name. Lonely, 
half civilized ranchmen are found 
here ud there m the y alleys, 
nnraing their cattle at the inf re 
quent and scanty water holes and 
subsisting almost entirely on 
beef. To offset the evil results 
of a continuoaa diet of beef, it is 
said they drink the i>lood of the 
cattle, which oontaiaCiiippoiedly 
healthy salts. 

There are no roads of any kind 
in all this region. An ancient 
track, known as the "smugglers" 
trail, is used by such traffic as 
passes through.

After fighting ita way against

Sierra Madre proper, a ranffe of 
mountains ri^nf tnm 8^000 to 
10.000 feet. 

Americans who have penetrat- 
ed theae fastneaaea elaim that 
the regim is one of the wildest. 
m)&t barren and desolate that it 
is possible to find anywhere in , 
the world. The mountains are [ 
split by canyons, aeme of which i 
have a sheer depth of between | 
2,000 and 3,000 feet and there is 
not even a recognized trail ^ 
through their solitudes. Fro n 
Gaaaa Grandee aoath, howmr. 
the country is thickly wooded, 
although devoid of vegetation 
which could provide forage for 
horses or food of any kind for 
men. i 

In the Casas Grandea section 
the expedition would strike the 
Casas Grandes Kiver, which 
sweeps' weatwarvd and here splits 
into three eonaiderable tmuiches.

It is in these wilds that Pan- j 
cho Villa is said to have taken j 
refuge and there to be prepared , 
to wage a guerrilla warfare on | 
the troops who have been order- 
ed to pursue him to death or 
capture.

There has been hard fighting 
of Czernowitz, and the Vienna 
War Office admitted the evac- 
* uation of the Austrian bridge- 
j head at Tscieczko under Russian 
I pressure. The Austrians fell 
back down the river to zale Szc- 
zyky, aboat thirty miles north of 
Gnmowits. 

The.Rnsslans ars sontinaing 
their w^i>!»rd adTSoee iii Tqrk- 
ish Antsnia and it was twsoflktd 
that tile Turks are evacuating 
Erzeram, which has been indi- 
cated as an objective of tho Rus-^ 
sians. 

According to Berlin the Russians 
are not meeting wit any success 
in their offensive against the 
German lines along the Dvina. 

Both this Russian movement 
in the North and chat fai GaUeia 
have been pointed tolqr military 
observers as counter tiBmtktm 
probably catealatad tovslieve tho 
pressors on Verdun. 

The battle of Verdun, now 
well in its fourth week, contin- 
ues with intensity, but at pre 
ent the infantry is held in leash 
while the big guns prepare for 
further assaults. 

The power of the German 
thrust West of the Meuse, which 
developed early this week, halt- 
ed when it reached the southern 
edge of Avocoort wood. Bat the 
activity ot the Gei^man artillery 
in this sector, wMeb Pivis re- 
ports particohyir Violsiit. id- 
eates that the German intention 
probably is to make tother de- 
dermined attempts to advance 
this important flanking oper- 
ation. 

The situation on the Eastern 
bank of the Meuse is unchanged 
but here, too, the artillery fire 
continues intense, particularly 
near Vanx and Damloup. 

Russian warships are reported 
active in the Black Sea, where 
the 7,000:000 ton German steam- 
er Esperanza. and to be ktaded 
with foodstuffs, has been sunk 
off the Rumanian coast, accord- 
ing to advices from Bucharest. 
Sinking of a score of small sail- 
ing ships nlso is {ebotOd.
